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In Immigration Activities Is 
Promised By Federal Government 


Year's Grain Crop 
Heaviest On Record 


Report For 1922 Issued By Depart. 
ment of Agriculture 

A statement on Saskatchewan's 
grain crop for 1922, constituting a 
general review of the season, has been 
issued by the Statistics Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

It was the most optimistic report 
this year. It was as follows: 

“With the coming of the heavy snow 
fall on November 5 and 6, practically 
all work on the land in Saskatchewan 
was finished. Excellent weather 
had prevatled through the threshing 
season and threshing was completed 
in good time, with the exception of 
some areas in the southeastern part 
of the province. 

“Even including the areas of the 
country affected by drought in the 
west central district, west of Saska- 
toon, Saskatchewan has this year 
produced the largest crop in her his- 
tory, and it is unfortunate that the 
conditions under which the crop was 
produced, have not guaranteed to the 
farmer a proper and satisfactory re- 
turn for his year’s work. The grain 
has been marketed rapidly and no 
great shortage has been felt in the 
supply of cars, except at a fow outly- 
ing points. All grains have been of 
excelient quality and the returns from 
the tnspections show that the bulk of} 
the wheat has graded No. 1 Northern. 

“Fall plowing has been done gener- 
ally and shows an {increase over the 
amount plowed last year. There 
seems to be a preference in some 
localities ‘to disking other than plow- | 
ing. 

“Livestock is in the best of cond! 
tion and with plenty of feed on hand, | 
is going {nto winter quarters in excel. | 
lent shape.

A “pronounced forward step in the 
immigration activities of the Canadian 
Government” is announced by Hon, 
Charles Stewart, acting Minister of 
Immigration and Colonization, Ag 
gressive publicity in Great Britain and 
the United States, gradually extended 
into the Scandinavian countries, Hol 
land, Belglum and France, supported 
by an effective agency follow up, ts in- 
dicated, Special efforts will also be 
made toward the repatriation of Can- 
adians now in the United States, the 
securing of female domestic workers 
and the encouragement of immigra 
tlon of children from Great Britain. 
Hon. Mr. Stewart begins his announce. 
ment with a review of farm condl- 
tions in Canada, which he finds to be 
fairly satisfactory with respect to 
grain raising, dairying and hog rais- 
ing, but disappointing In the beef and 
stocker cattle situation. He believes 
that the worst of this situation is pags. 
ed and that the removal of the British 
embargo on livestock and prospects 
which exist for more favorable trade 
relations In this connection with the 
U.S. promise a return in the almost 
immediate future to a healthy condl- 
tion for Canada’s agriculturists. 

After enumerating some of the dif. 
ficulties which Canada has had to 
face during recent years in immt. 
eration matters, chief among whfch 
have been surpluses of certain kinda 
of labor in Canada, a sudden defia- 
tion of land values in the United 
States and the discount on the capital 
of British settlers, due to the depre- 
ciation In sterling exchange, the min- 
ister concludes that these conditions, 
too, are righting themselves and that 
the time ts ripe for further active im- 
migration propaganda. Free home 
steads will no longer be the chief 
magnet, but the efforts of the depart- 
ment will be directed toward settling 
up and making productive the vacant 
lands convenient to railways. Efforts 
will be largely centralized upon set- 
tlers in a position to buy land, but a 
new departure will be taken in creat 
ing machinery through the immigra- 
Uuon department for bringing renters 
into direct contact with owners desir 
ing to rent their lands. In this way 
it is hoped to place the tenant farmer 


in a position eventually to become a 
land Owner in Canada. 


Special efforts are to be direeicd to- 
ward the repatriation of Canadians 
now in the United States. It is be 
lieved that many former Canadians 
who have been attracted to the indus 
trial centres of New England would 
gladly return to their native land, and 
through co-operation with Provincial 
Governments it is hoped to repatriate 
a large number of such settlers. 

A vigorous advertising and pub- 
liclty campaign will be immediately 
initiated. Increased efforts will be 
made to secure a much larger number 
of household workers, but it is intim- 
ated that there will be no. lessening 
of the restrictions as to health and 
moral desirability of the immigrant. 
The minister has not been able to con- 
Sider favorably schemes for assisted 
land settlement, but hopes to work 
out a plan of close co-operation with 
organizations interested in immigra- 
tion. Child Immigration is looked 
upon with much favor and activities in 
this connection will be extended. 
Orphan children from Great Britain, 
many of them the families of ex-sol- 
diers, may be obtained at the rate of 
five or six thousand annually; 

It is hoped to co-operate in bearing 
the cost of their transportation with 
the British Empire Settlement Board. 

“These,” saya Mr. Stewart, “are 
our.proposals. We propose to Initiate 
at once an active advertising and pub- 
Micity campaign in Great Britain and 
the United States and to extend it into
